BOSTON, May 25.—It is understood here 
that the question of raising additional 
working capital is still receiving the atten- 
tion of United States Leather @fficials, and

reference to the matter in the near future. 
The company is desirous of ralsing about 
$5,000,000, but it has been a difficult mat- 
ter to determine how such an amount 
should be raised. An issue of additional 
bonds woulé bave to be assented to, by 80 
per cent. 
but it is beliewed that it would be impos- 
— to get the consent-of the desired num- 
per. 

There are. indications, however, that the 
company will give the stockholders an op- 
portunity to express their opinion about 
issuing additional bonds, for that is. the 
only way to settle the matter. Many of the 

referred stockholders are averse to issu- 
ng any security that would have priority 
over the preferred stock, as regards ather 
assets or dividénds. The expansion in the 
company’s business has béen accompanied 
by additional requirements in the way of 
working capital, a great deal of which 
has been appropriated from time to time 
in acquiring additional lands. 

New land acquisitions have brought the 
value of assets to a point where officials 
ae that they are equal to the full value 
of the preferred stock and all its accumu- 
lated dividends, and that this valuation 
would be realized in careful liquidation of 
the company.

MARYLAND DROUGHT BROKEN. 


Terrific. Thunderstorms. Followed by 
Heavy Rains—Crop Losses Less 
Severe Than Anticipated. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, May 25.—For thirty-six 
hours Maryland has. been a centre of elec- 
trical storms and heavy rains, .The drought 
in all parts of the State is effectually 
broken, and dispatches from the best truck- 
growing sections of the Peninsula and the 
southern counties state that the loss will 
not be as heavy as feared a few days ago. 
The tomato erop will not be as large as 
usual, and the conditions may affect the 
packing industries. The wheat crop on the 
Eastern Shore will be cut in half. In the 
western part of the State the hay crop is 
ruined. 

While no fatalities are reported, the dam- 
age by lightning in various parts of the 
State is considerable. In Baltimore several 
residences were struck and the- inmates 
beceme panic-stricken. 

The lightning played pranks with the 
trclley cars here and in Hagerstown. In 
the vicinity of the latter place two cars 
were struck and fired. Harry Cutty, a mo- 
torman, was hurled from the platform and 
picked up insensible, with his arm seared 
and burned. A bolt struck another car run- 
ning between Hagerstown and Willtams- 
port. Several passengers were severely 
shocked. 

A spark set fire to the dress of Miss Lam- 
kin, but she escaped injury. Several panic- 
stricken persons were injured by leaping 
from the. car.  D. Clayton Kemp’s resi- 
dence, near Williamsport, was struck and 
the family stunried. In some parts of the 
State five furious thunderstorms followed 
each other within sjx or eight hours. 


CAPT. MOORE’S AIR COOLER. 


Summer Atmosphere Is Fed Into Weath- 
er Chief's Invention and Comes Out 
with November Frost in It.

WASHINGTON, May 25.--Capt. Willis 
Moore, Chief of the Weather Bureau, is 
longing for the advent of scorching weath- 
er in order to fully test the properties of 
his new-patent air cooler, a device that is 
expected to bear the same relation to Sum- 
mer heat that the ordinary basement fur- 
nace does to the Winter celd. 

Capt. Moore has been at work on his de- 
vice for a good while, and it was announced 
some time ago that his device was about 


ready for business. All that is wanted now 
igs some food blistering weather to bring 
out in full relief its wonderful powers. 

The thing is called the “‘ nevo,”’ which is 
a word derived from spelling oven back- 
ward. The ‘nevo’’ is expected to work 
on a reversed set of conditions and produce 
a reversed set of effects on the human sys- 
tem. The “ nevo”’ isto the eye a tall cop- 
per boiler. It takes air from the top of a 
window and emits it at the bottom in a 
cool, dry, and breathable state, which is 
said to be highly agreeable on an average 
Weshington day in July or August. 

The scientific idea of the “‘ neyo” is that 
ordinary heated air is filtered through 
chemically treated ice and with the dust 
and heat and.moisture abstracted from “it 
made fit for the human hommes. In the proc- 
ess the air gains somewhat in specific grav- 
ity, and so by a reversal of the laws of na- 
ture a circulation car\be established of hot 
air downward into the room. 

So nicely devised is the machine that if 
it is desired to renovate the air of a room 
the window can be closed and the air run 
through the nevo again and again by the 
ordinary convexion incident to the heating 
of the room either from _ the human body, 
the rediation from outside, or by artifictal 
heating. The nevo can reduce the tempera- 
ture of an ordinary room to freezing.in the 
course of a few hours. ' 

The chief problem now before Capt. Moore 
is to reduce the cost of manufacturing the 
nevo. The Government can foot bills for 
such a thing when the private citizen can- 
not afford to think of it, and must resort to 
the corner supply of soda water, the elec- 
tric fan, or a street-car ridge.

| He Talks of His Ambitions and Pays 


His Respects to Charles F. Murphy 
at House Warming of New Club. 


William S. Devery practically announced 
himself for the first time in unequivocal 
terms last night as a candidate for Mayor. 
He did not do so in so many words, but ac- 


} cepted his nomination by “ The Bugs of 


Greater New York ’’ without hesitation, and 
in the course of his talk intimated so 
strongly his intention of being a candidate 
that his adherents accepted him at his. 
word. 

The clubhouse of “ The Bugs,’’ 306 West 
Twenty-eighth Street, was thrown open to 
the members and invited guests at 8 o'clock, 
The organization is social-political in ‘its 
purposes, its chief object being the ad- 
vaneement of the political aspiratiéns of 
William S. Devery, aspirant’for the Mayor- 
alty of the Greater New York, and, if 
things go his way, the Governorship of the 
Empire State, and possibly the Presidency. 
Questioned about the Jatter hope last right, 
Mr. Devery said that it was not unreason- 
able. It was the aspiration of every de- 
cent, Well meaning, manly fellow in the 


{ country. 


DEVERY ON HIS HOPES. 


“It's infectious,” said the ex-Chief; 
“Roosevelt! has it since he’s been it. 
Grover has been it twice and would like 
to be it again. All the other Presidents in 
their graves, if they could get out, would 
have the bug fever again. Maybe George 
Washington wouldn’t. He refused a third 
term. 

“That don’t mean that this club’s named 
for any bug that is ‘ botherin’’ my bonnet. 


_ All I want is a fair show, no favor, and a 


chance at Charley'/Murphy. He's a lamp 
with its light out, a wagon without a horse, 
an automobile with no gasoline, or a fool 
that tries to write poetry.” 

Mr. Devery was then interrupted by. a 
long-haired man, who insisted on reading 
What he called an “ epock.”” It read as fol- 
lows until ‘“‘the Chief"’ stopped the poet 
with«the price of a drink or two and a 
night's lodging: » 

Bill Devery was a ‘“‘ copper” with a club, 
Never used it on a “‘ feller"’ with a “ thud "; 
He's the friend of union labor, 

And is the same to his neighbor, 


But he’s layin’ fora shaver 
Of consequential behavior. 


Tammany Hall was ali in favor 
Till of Murphy it did savor, 
Then we thought of Mr. Murphy 


’ Who should be the Czar of Turkey; 


We will make him nit and nothing, 
Nothing not worth any something— 


At this point the Chief paid for the price 
of his patience and with pride showed vis- 
ttors over the new clubhouse of whch he is 
the. patron. 

In the basement there. is a grill room, 
modern in every equipment as any in the 


Tenderloin, a8 well as a kitchen of ample 
aecommodations for anything other than a 
barbecue. The parlor floor above the base- 
ment would look larger than .it appears if 
it were not for the violent arf of the walis 
and the large portrait of Willaim 8S. Dev- 
ery in a frame which was @ mass of grace- 
ful gold curves. The portrait is not an 
idealized likeness. 

On the second floor there are three large 
card rooms with reversible tables, on one 
side of finely grained and lished oak and 
on the other of green cloth with a sort of 
gutter partitioned off, so that the man rak- 
ing in his chips may have.them in the com- 
sartments immediately in front of him. 
yn this floor there is also a porcelain bath 
where the members after political discus- 
sions may temper the anger that may be 
still within them. The third floor is simi- 
lariy arranged with the exception that the 
bath is eliminated and there are hall bed- 
rooms for politicians who are too tired after 
argument to go to their own homes for 
rest. 

The only objection made by the friends 
and neighbors of Mr. Devery, whose home 
-is two doors below, to the arrangements of 
the club was the appearance of a colored 
boy in livery consisting of gold trimmings 
and blue cloth. As the young man wearing 
the uniform was not obtrusive and kept 
himself to the upper floor, and as his hat 
bore the inscription of ‘‘ Restaurant Aid 
he was forgiven. This was even against 
the protests of those who insisted that the 
Chief had been moved by some dude to 
have a monkey about the house instead of 
‘*a good Irishman in his shirt sleeves, ready 
to serve the boys and to stand for no 
nonsense, the sort of a lad who would say, 
‘What in —— will you have, Mike? 

Before the speechmaking were songs and 
recitations in the club parlor to the evi- 
dent delight of the company assembled, the 
200-members of the club and the 500 who 
have made woe te for membership and 
were guests of the members. 

Prouder than any,other members of the 
Bugs were the few immediate lieutenants 
of Devery, who wore in their buttonholes 
gold imitations of ‘‘ the Pump.”’ There was 
a bug climbing up the pump, its body be- 
ing an emerald. They had a habit of con- 
gregrating, about the new clock in the rear 
of the re¢eption room. This was a mar- 
vel of ingenuity, the dial being a part of 
a beer keg and the support a wooden horse 
such as one sees in places where the beer 
comes ‘‘ direct from the keg.” 

James M. Congalton presided at the 
speechmaking, Edward M. Schneider tak- 
ing care of those who could not stand 
speeqghmaking very long without an occa- 
sional chance to wet their throats so that 
they might cheer. An inebriated person 
who had found his way into the place an- 
nounced that the Bugs were humbugs, and 
was let out of the door into Twenty-eighth 
Street not in the manner of those who are 
‘shown to the door.” 

After W. B. Hunter delivered himself of 
his opinion that Devery was the next best 
man in the Democratic Party to William 
Jennings Bryan, and J. J. Kelley of Brook- } 
lyn“had spoken as the friend: of the labor | 
ing man, who believed what was needed 
was another Lincoln and that Devery was 
the man, W. W. McLaughlin related what 
he called the wrongs of the workingman 
when ‘‘Henry George was counted out,” and 
said of Devery that he believed that he 
was, like Gen. Grant, a man of faults and 
failings, but able to drink everything in 
sight and attend to his duties and win 
victories such as he would win in the Fall 
when he would be elected Mayor. There 
were a number of other speakers, and all 
of them wound up their oratorical efforts 
with nominating Devery as Mayor. 


DEVERY 4N HIS CAMPAIGN. 


Then the ex-Chief spoke, as follows: 
“They have referred to this club as a 
‘ bughouse.’ Well, it -fs appropriately 
named, as you may not all understand.

- tong . said, ‘“‘has no use fer me 
because I demanded his removal a couple 
of years ago.’ It would be Impossible for 
us to agree on any subject of government 
in this community. *Devery_ has_ never 
stood for decency or order. hen he was 
Chief of Police he tried to do things in this 
borough, and*I1 stopped him.

MRS. A. T. KEMP’S DIVORCE. 


Preliminary Decree Granted Her by 
Rhode island Court—May Be Made 
Final After Six Months.

NEWPORT, R. I., May 25.—Isabelle Mary 
Kemp was granted a divorce to-day from 
her husband, Arthur T. Kemp, by Judge 
William W. Douglas, sitting in the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court. Judge 
Dopglas announced his decision in. favor 
of the plaintiff at the conclusion of the 
hearing of her petition. Undér the new 
Rhode Island law the case must be pre- 
sented again to the Supreme Court at the 
expiration of six months, and if there has 
arisen no reason why the divorce should not 
be granted, a final decree will be entered 
and the divorce will be absolute for the 
plaintiff and the respondent. 

The case for Mrs. Kemp, who is a daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Frederic Neliison and a sister 
of Mrs, Reginald C. Vanderbilt, was pre- 
sented by Samuel R. Honey, entirely on de- 
positions, and Mr Kemp, while represent- 
ed nominally bY Counsel, presented no curs 
ter-plea and the divorce was virtually un- 
opposed. There were three depositions in 
all. re. Kernp deposed that she had been 
married to Mr. Kemp six years, and that 
in the Pali of 1901 she was taken sick, and 
by orders of her physician went to Old 
Point Comfort, her husband remaining in 
New York; that upon recovering her health 
she had returned to New York and found 
that during her absence her husband had 
closed his house against her. Having so 
means of support, she had been compelled 
to go to her mother’s house; that her 
husband had contributed nothing toward 
her support from one year prior to the filing 
of her petition for divorce. 

Mrs. eilson, Mrs. Kemp’s mother, tes- 
tified that Mr, Kemp had contributed noth- 
ing to nis wife's support and that he had 
told her that he did not intend to contrib- 
ute to her support.

} CHICAGO; .May 25.—Twenty-four rail- 
| roads centring in Chicago threw down the 
! gauntlet to-day to their freight handlers by 
formally refusing to grant them any in- 
j 

crease in wages. . This action forces the 
strike issue to the front, and the men wiil 
hold a méé@fing before the close of the 
week and consider what course is to be 
taken, and whether the refusal warrants a 
walkout. 

The railroad. managers met to consider 
the demands of 6,000 freight_handlers for a 
25 per cent. increase, a ten-hour workday, 
and no discrimination against members of 
the union. The managers had statistics to 
show that the present rate of wages in 
Chicago, which averages 17 cents an hour, 
is higher than that in all except two cities 
of the Middle -West, and that the. local 
workers have been granted a 15 per cent. 
increase in pay since July of last year. 
With the men in the Cupples Station at 
St. Louis on a strike, those in Kansas City 
ready to go out, and the freight handlers 
everywhere forming a powerful organiza- 
tion, the managers decided the time had ar- 
rived to show the men that they must be 
reasonable, and in their action the railroads 
are as a unit. 

After taking all phases of the matter into 
consideration, the managers adopted the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That each railroad company in the 
association advise its freight handlers that their 
request for an increase of 25 per cent. in wages 

d other demands have been carefully consid- 
ered, and in view of the increase of approri- 
mately 15. per cent. granted about a year ago a 
further advance cannot be conceded.

PLACED UNDER ARREST 


Daniel V. Miller Charged with Con- 
‘Spira¢y to Bribe. 


The John J. Ryan & Co. Turf Concern 
Said to Have Paid Money—Dis- - 
‘missal of the Official 
Announced. ¥

WASHINGTON, ‘May 25.—Daniel -V. -Mil- 
ler, an Assistant Attgrney in, the ‘office 
of the Assistant Attofney General for the 
Post Office Department, was arrested to- 
day on a charge of conspiracy to bribe and 
to accept money in violation of: the Jaw.- 
The charge is made in connection with the 
case of John J. Ryan & Co., a turf Invest- 
ment concern.accused of- fraudulent use of 
the mails. Mr, Miller, before his arrest, 
was discsharged from the department by 
Postmaster General Payne. Miller was the 
only man left in the office of the Assistant 
Attorney General after the dismissal of 
Judge Tyner and ths suspension of First 
Assistant Attorney Christiancy. 


Postmaster General Payne made the mes 
mal announcement. of this latest develop- 
ment in the investigation as follows: 

*“Daniel V. Miller, Assistant Attorney in 
the office of the Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral for the Post Office Department, is 
charged with accepting a bribe for a de- 
cision in connection with a case before the 
department, involving the fraudulent uge 
of the mails by John J.. Ryan & Co. The 
case has been in the hands of Inspectors 
W. J. Vickery of Cincinnati and R, M. Ful- 
ton of St. Louis for some days. Complaint 
was made by Inspector Fulton before a 
United States Commissioner in. Cincinnati 
Saturday and a warrant was issued. Ih- 
spector Fulton arrived here yesterday and 
this morning exhibited the papers to Dis- 
trict Attorney Beach.” 

Mr. Payne said that this statement was 
all that could be said at this time, in view 
of the @@ct that the case is now before the 
judicial authorities. He said that the case 
has been under consideration ever since the 
general investigation began. He declined 
to say what explanatory statement had 
been made by Miller. 

A warrant: has been issued’ also for thé 
arrest or Joseph W.. Johns of. Rockville, 
Ind., who is charged with having been a 
partner or go-between in the transaction. 
His arrest is expected shortly. It is said 
that Johns kept $2,000 as his share of the 
bribe, and that Miller received $2,500 for 
what he did. The warrant includes the 
name of Johns and also that of Ryan of the 
get-rich-quick concern. Thg special charge 
against Johns is the same as that against 
Yiller—conspiracy to bribe and to accept 
money in violation of law. 

The penalty prescribed for the offense is 


a‘fine of not more than: three times: the 
amount asked orf accepted and imprison- 
ment for‘not more than three years. 

Miller came here from Terre Haute, Ind., 
about two years.ago. He was appainter 
‘by ex-Assistant Attorney General James 
N. Tyner. the charge against Muller. has 
been under investigation tor three months. 
The Kyan Company operated at St. Louis 
aad Covington, Ky. Its methods:and work- 
ing. operations are. said to be similar to 
those of the Arnold Company, which has 
fissured conspicuously in the -Post Office 
investigatton. The Inspectcrs have been 
quietly at work on the case, and action was 
delayed so cee might get tegether all the 
papers and evidence which, in “their opin- 
ion, Wag necessary. Post Office Inspector 
in charge W. F. Vickery, at Cincinnati, 
and Post Office Inspector R. M. Fuiton at 
St. Louis _recently were given full charge 
of the case. 

Compiaint was made by Inspector Fulton 
before a United States Commissioner in 
Cincinnati Saturday, and a warrant was 
‘then -tssued for Miller and. for the other 
party. Inspector Fulton ‘mmediately went 
to Washington, while another Inspector 
wert West from Cincinnati to make the 
other arrest. Inspector Fulton to-day ex- 
hibited the papers in the case to Pnited 
States District Attorney Beach. 

Miller was at his desk all day to-day. 
He was called into the office of Assistant 
Attorney. General Robb shortly after 3 
o'clock this afternoon and notified of his 
immediate dismissal and of the steps that 
had been taken. He was allowed to draw 
his salary and then return to the private 
office of the Assistant Attorney” General, 
where Inspectors were in waiting. 

Miller spent the evening in the office of 
Assistant District Attorney Taggart. wait- 
ing for the details connected with his bail 
bond to be arranged. Mr. Robb remained 
with him, and it was finally arranged that 
the Citizens’ Guaranty and Trust Company 
of Parkersburg, West Va., should be ac- 
pene on his bond for the sum of $1,500, 

Vhen seen and asked for a statement as 
to his responsibility Miller said that he 
was not guilty and that when the whole 
story came’ out and the truth w known 
he would come out all right. ' 

The Ryan Company was the beneficiary 
under a decision of the Assistant Attorney 
General of the Post Office Department, 
made several months ago, subsequént to 
the decision in the Arnold case, and couched 
in practically the same terms as that de- 
cision. Those’ decisions declared the con- 
cerns named to be free to use the mails. 
The Arnold decision, it is said, was signed 
by, Assistant Attorney General Tyner and 
the Ryan decision by George A. C. Chris- 
tiancy, the Law Clerk of the department, 
who was then Acting Assistant Attorney 
General on account of Mr. Tyner’s pro- 
tracted illness’ Mr. Christiancy. was at 
the Post Office Department to-day on a 
summons from the department, and was 
closely examined regarding the case. 

It was learned to-day that the first clue 
to the guilt of Miller was found in an ad- 
mission made by himself, when closely 
questioned pire the investigation into 
the decisions in favor of the get-rich-quick 
concerns. Later in the evening it . was 
learned that Miller had made further ad- 
missions, and that in effect he had turned 
State’s evidence, and would make further 
disclosures in a few days. when he had time 
to recover from the excitement ang shock 
incident to his arrest. 

There were in all thirty-three get-rich- 
quick concerns at one time last year on the 
anxious seat before the Post Office Depart- 
ment. All feared that they would be barred 
from the mails and would have to shut down. 
They were coining money from victims al 
over the West, and were ready to spend al 
kinds of money to get the department to 
let them alone. They were not all turf in- 
vestment affairs. Some were endless chain 
lotteries and others real estate companies 
providing for weekly assessments. with a 
chanee to draw a thousand-dollar lot. . In 
one of these a well-known Western United 
States Senator was interested, first as an 
attorney before the Post Office Department 
and then from the fact that he received a 
present of $2,000 worth of stock in the com- 
pany and was paid a dividend of 7% per 
cent. a month on it. . The letter of the Sena- 
tor acknowledging the payment of the first 
dividend was used on one of the advertise- 
ments of the company. The Senator, who 
was endowed with the $2,000 of get-rich- 
quick stock, had said that he “‘ had never 
in all his life made an inyestment that 
roved so profitable as this. and he had no 
hesitation, in commending it to,all persons 
who wanted something good.”’

HASTINGS, Neb., May 25.—A series of 
heavy storms, two of which developed into 
the worst tornadoes that have visited South- 
ern Nebraska for years, passed over por- 
tions of Clay, Franklin, and Kearney 
Counties last evening. Fifteen persons are 
known to have lost their lives, and more 
than a score of persons were more or less 
Seriously injured. 

Near Norman, at the home of Daniel 
McCurdy, a number of relatives and 
friends were spending the day,’and not one 
in the house escaped death or serious in- 
jury. Daniel and Robert McCurdy and 
three women were killed. Eight other per- 
sons were injured, four of them badly. 

Two miles south of Upland German 
Lutheran services were being held in a 
school house when the storm struck and 
demolished it, killing four of the occu- 
pants, including thg minister, and fjur- 
ing eight others. Three of the dead are 
Women: 

At Pauline Mr, and Mrs. James Mumaw 
and their child were killed. Three other 
persons, one a woman, met death in the 
storm. 

The storm was equally destructive at 
Fairfield, but the people were warned of 
its coming and sought cellars for safety, 
Bix dwellings were blown to pieces at that 
place, but their occupants escaped injury 
with a few exceptions.

PARIS, May 25.—Dr. Edmund Charles 
Wendt of New York shot and killed him- 
self with a pistol in his apartments here to- 
day during temporary aberration of the 
mind. 

The authorities have notified United 
States Consul General Gowdy. 


Dr. Edmund C. Wendt, son of Charles ©. 
Wendt, was born about forty-five years 
ago, and was graduated at’ Strassburg in 
1877. Coming to New York, he entered the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, from 
which he was graduated in 1880. When he 
first came here he was an assistant to Dr. 
Leonard Weber; later he became connected 
with The Medical Record. He translated 
works by Theodor Billroth and A. Gusse- 
row, and wrote a book on cholera which 
was much consulted at the time of the 
cholera scare in New York. 

He married the sister of Edwin Rinstein, 


who was a Republican candidate for Mayor 
of New York. Mrs, Wendt was a& promi~- 
nent member of the Women’s Health Pro- 
tective Association. About seven years ago 
Dr. and Mrs. Wendt went to Europe and 
took up their abode in Southern France. 
After Hvine there a few vears they went to 
Zurich. From there they removed to Paris 
about a year ago. Since leaving America 
Dr. Wendt had continued to write for sci- 
entific periodicals, making a specialty of 
sunitation, 

While in this city Dr. Wendt lived at 118 
West Seventy-ninth Street. He leaves two 
children besides the widow. 

Dr. George F. Shrady, who knew Dr. 
Wendt, said yesterday he was 4 brilliant 
man, and had done much for the medical 
profession.

MRS. BEDFORD ADMITS 
CHILD I$ NOT HER OWN 


Pleads Guilty in London Police 
Court and Is Fined £10. 


Had the Case Gone to Trial She Might 
Have Been Sent to Prison for Seven 
Years—No Further Litiga- 
tion Expected. 


LONDON, May 25.—Mrs. Gunning 8. Bed- 
ford (who was arrested at Queenstown on 
May 16 on the arrival there from New 
York of the Cunard liner Umbria, charged 
with making a false declaration of a child’s 
birth,) was brought up on remand at the 
Bow Street Police Court here to-day, and 
pleaded guilty. She admitted that the child 
was not her own, and said she had adopted 
it. Mrs, Bedford was fined £10. 

Mrs, Bedford, when she appeared in the 
dock, was pale and agitated. A formida- 
ble array of counsel appeared for both 
sides, The prosecution showed Mrs. Bed- 
ford came to England from Paris in De- 
ce:nber, and that she had advertised as 
‘Mme. B., desirous of adopting a female 
child,’ with the result that the child of a 
workingwoman in Isleworth was trans- 
ferred to Mrs. Bedford’s keeping, under 
the name of Margaret Carnette. Mrs. Bed- 
ford registered the child as her own, and 
took it to Paris, and thence to America. 

Counsel for the prosecution added that, as 
the foregoing facts had been established 
and the child could no longer be claimed 
as the heiress of the Bedford estate, they 
were not desirous of #¢vere measures; and 
asked the Magistrate to-deal with the case 
as a technical offense, and not send. it to 
the higher courts, where a penalty of seven 
years’ imprisonment could have been in- 
flicted. After consultation with counsel, 
Mrs, Bedford admitted her guilt. 

Marshall Hall, K. C., on behalf of the 
prisoner, maintained that Mrs. Bedford 
only acted in accordance with the desire 
of her dead husband, who wished to adopt 
the child and make it their legitimate off- 
spring, as permitted in the case of mar- 
ried couples under the French law. There 
was no intention to defraud or illegally to 
secure a legacy. 

The Magistrate inflicted the heaviest 
fine the law allowed. 

Mrs. Bedford applied for ‘her property 
held by the police, and everything was re- 


turned to her except a loaded revolver. 
This she excitedJy demanded, saying: 

“Certainly I want it. have always 
carried one ever since. my husband and 
myself were attacked.’’ 

The lawyers quieted her, but Mrs. Bed- 
ford said; 

‘** It doesn’t matter. I'll get another.” 

Mrs. Bedford retains the baby as her 
adopted daughter.

LONDON, May 26.—Detatled reports of 
the death of Deltcheff, the famous Mace- 
donian chief, says the Sofia correspond- 
ent of The Times, show that he accom- 
panied a band under Voivoda and Kirt- 
chovsky, together ‘with the poet Tavo- 
roff, and entered the village of Banitza, 
near Seres, where his presencd was be- 
trayed to the Turks by a Greek spy. 

A large force surrounded the village, 
and all the members of the revolutionary 
band were killed after a long resistance. 
It is stated that the inhabitants of the 
village, to which the Turks set fire, were 
also killed. 
Deltcheff was thirty-two years old. He

Freie Presse from Salonika. 

The insurgents, who had possession’ of 
quantities of dynamite, sought refuge .in 
the village and were attacked by Turkish 


troops. The fighting lasted for thirty 
hours, and, ultimately, all the houses were 
sumed or blown up by dynamite by the 
urks, 
One hundred and fifty bodies were found 
in the ruins,

SOUTH CAROLINA AND 1904. 


Would Accept an Eastern Man as Demo- 
cratic Nominee, Says Chairman 
Garris of State Railroad 
Commission. 


Stecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—C. W. Garris 
of South Carolina, who is Chairman of, the 
Raiiroad Commission of that State, and 
who has been prominent in {ts politics, had 
this to say to-day touching the Democratic 
nomination for President in 1904: 

“I do not undertake to say specifically 
what Democrat would suit my State, but I 
do say that South Carolina would be will- 
ing to go a long way along the line of con- 
cessions to bring the Federal Government 
back to Democratic Administration. I feel 
Safe in saying that our peoplé are willing 
to go again to the East for a Democratic 
leacer, if it is necessary. It begins to look 
as if the -old+time alliance between. the 
South and East, with consequent victory, 
is coming around. Our people feel that 
there is a chance for success next year, 
an:l will do all they can to assist in making 
that success certain, 

“The South is unalterably opposed to 
negro office holders, and is willing to make 
more than a reasonable concession to have 
its feelings respected in this particular.

precipitate a positive Southern feeli i 
this direction than all of its predecessors. 
However, the white people of the South 
have not any feeling of prejudice agairfst 
the negro as a citizen. hey are wiliing 
and ready to give him justice in the courts 
and ir business transactions, and as a mat- 
ter of fact do that, but they do object, ond 
will for all time, to such social and politi- 
eal proginencs as would inure to him out 
of the Rooseveltian idea of what ought to 
be done with, the negro.

SOUTHERN ROADS TO COMBINE. 


The Southern Rallway and the Mobile 
and Ohio Will Probably Be Con- 
solidated on July 1. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 25.—The Southern 
Railway and the Mobile and Ohio Ralil- 
road will consolidate on July 1 if there is 
no hitch in the present plans of the man- 
agement of those roads, 

This information has not yet been of- 
ficilally announced, but it is learned on 
high authority that such is the intention 
of the controlling interests of the two r&iil- 
ways. 

The Southern has owned a majority of 
the stock of the Mobile and Ohio for some 
time, and it was the intention to consoli- 
date the. roads in April, but the fact that 
there was considerable legislative excite- 
ment at that time in Mississippi caused the 
management of the Southern to postpone 
the matter. It was deemed the wiser 
course to wait until this feeling had sub- 
sided before. making public the fact that 
the two great systems would be united 
under one management. 

It is probable that the name of the Mobile 
and Ohio will no longer be used, and that 
in July the lines composing that system 
will be operated under the name of the 
Southern Railway Company. 


ITALIAN ENMITY TO AUSTRIA. 


Revived by the Beating of Italian Stu- 
dents by Austrians at Innsbruck, 


ROME, May 25.—The bad feeling on the 
part of Italians against Austria, which has 
been latent here since the Austrian occu- 
pation of Northern Italy, in spite of the 
twenty-one years’ alliance between the two 
countries, has been revived by an incident 
which has just occurred at the University 
o? Innsbruck, where a number of students 
of Italian nationality, but who are Aus- 
trian subjects were set upon and beaten by 
the Austrian. students. The Italians in 
Italy as well. as those subject to Austria 
ave urging the institution of an Itallan 
university at Trieste.

PRESIDENT GREETS WAR HERO. 


Publicly Praises Capt. Steinman of First 
Washington Regiment for Record 
in Philippines. 


WALLA WALLA, Washington, May 25.— 
The President's train, which left Seattle at 
11:30 last night over the Northern Pacific 
Railway, glided down the beautiful Yakima 
Valley to-day. The first speech of the day 
was made at Clellum, in the Cascade Moun- 


} tains, to a thousand coal miners who had 


come down from Roslyn. 

At North Yakima’ the President spoke on 
irrigation to a large audience. He dwelt 
here.on the importance of irrigating and of 
the apprceval of the acts of the last session 
of Congress. A-feature of the crowd. here 
was the presence of thousands of Indians 
from the Yakima Reservation. 

At Bilensburg the President spoke fifteen 
minutes on good citizenship to 5,000 peo- 
ple. First of all, he said: 

* Let me greet those whom I know others 
will not grudge my specially greeting—men 
of the Grand Army and the representatives 
of those who did even more than the men 
of the civil war, the women, For while the 
men went to battle, to the women fell the 
hardest task of sceing husband or lover, 
father or brother going to the war, she 
herself having to stay behind with the load 
ot dcubt, anxiety, and uncertainty, and oft- 
en the difficulty of making both ends meet 
in. the household while the breadwinner 
"was away.” 

The President asked that Capt. Steinman 
of the First Washington Regiment be pre- 
sented to him at the close of the speech. 
While speaking he referred to Steinman’s 
con pany having been the severest sufferer 
anong the volunteers in the Philippine 
campaigh. When Capt. Steinman was in- 
troduced the President grasped his hand 
and said warmly: 

‘Captain, I know all about you and your 

company; your company was a crack-a- 
jack, and I'm mighty glad to meet you and 
o know you.” 
‘rhe Presidential party arrived in Pasco 
at 2:05 P. M. and were greeted by a crowd 
of about 750. The President made a general 
talk on irrigation, stating that through the 
assistance of the National Irrigation act 
all the so-called barren wastes, including 
that surrounding Pasco, would undoubted- 
ly be irrigated; that National reservoirs 
would be constructed to conserve the supply 
of water now going to waste in the - 
lumbia and Snake Rivers, and the barren 
waste would be changed to a veritable Gar- 
den of Eden. 

To the President was given a box of as- 
sorted fruits grown about four miles from 
Pasco, as a testimonial of what Pasco land 
would do under irrigation. The President 
spoke for a little over ten minutes. The 
eastward journey was then resumed. 

About 500 persons, including many school 
children, met the Presidential train at 
Wallula. The President made a brief ad- 
dress, directed largely to the school chil- 
dren, in which he encouraged them to keep 
on striving to secure @n education. He 
spoke in complimentary terms of the re- 
sources of the country and its possibilities 
if irrigation could be secured. 

Flowers were presented to him by the® 
school children.

ANTI-CANAL SENATORS TALK. 


In am Open Letter They Attack the 
Thousand-Ton Barge Project. 


The Republican State Senators who voted 
@gainst the Thousand-Ton Barge Canal bill 
have issued an open letter explaining their 
reasons for the vote, “‘in view of the fact 
that the bill cannot become a law unless 
ratified by popular vote at the coming elec- 
tion.” : 

Much of the clamor for-the canal, say the 
Serators, comes from the same interests in 
large cities ‘‘ that have by their exactions 
and overcharges for docks, elevators, and 
other terminal facilities enriched them- 
selves at the public expense while directly 
contributing to the decline of canal com- 
merce since 1880.’’ The cities, and not the 
State at large, they claim, are to be bene- 
fitec by the bill, for there is no proof that 
any condition of emergency in the develop- 
ment of the great commercial centres war- 
rants a general tax to raise $101,000,000 in 
the State. 

New York City and Buffalo, the Senators 
assert, will derive great benefits that are 
not shared with other and smaller towns. 
For the majority it would be better to es- 
tablish a competing railroad from here to 
Buffalo than a canal, and it has been 
proved, they add, that such a plan would 


be less expensive. Incidentally it is re- 
marked that probably the estimate of 
$103,000,000-is too low, and that unforeseen 
emergencies will raise the sum enormously. 
It is prophesied that through the enactment 
of the bill the laboring pepwistion will be 
injurtd by the importation of “tens of 
theusands of foreign laborers of the lowest 
type.”” Besides, they say, the canals are 
already drawing from lakes and streams 
much water that is needed for other pur- 
poses, such as manutacturing and munici- 
pal uses.

INCREASE IN CANAL TONNAGE. 


State Figures for Third Week of May 
Show a Gain of 17,604 Tons 
Over Last Year. 


ALBANY, May 25.—The increase in canal 
tonnage over that of last year, which was 
noted at the beginning of the present sea- 
son, continues according to a statement 
given out by Superintendent of Public 
Works Boyd. 

The figures for the third week of May 
show 115,705 tons, an increase of 17,604 tons. 


There was an increase in through freight 
ad of about 6,000 tons. 

1e total of the eastern shipments was 
60,400 in comparison with 64,821 tons last 
year, a small decrease, while the western 
shipments were 55,305 as against 33,280 tons 
last year. The large increase in western 
shipments over last year is looked upon as a 
very favorable indication. 


TINY LAD KILLED BY CAR. 


Suffered for Many Minutes Under 
Wheels, and Was Dead When a 
Wrecking Wagon Arrived. 


While playing with several_other children 
at Second Avenue, near Seventy-seventh 
Street, yesterday morning, Frederick Ber- 
ringer, four years old, of 282 East Seventy- 
seventh Street, .started to run across the 
tracks without noticing that a north-bound 
express car was approaching at full speed. 
The car struck the boy and rolled him un- 
der the fender until he was wedged be- 
_tween it and the forward wheel. 

He was badly cut, but was still alive 
when Dennis F. Gleason of 125 East One 
Hundred and Fourth Street, the motorman, 
brought the car to a standstill.

I witnessed this morning an accident, very 
shocking, although, unfortunately, not a 
rarity in this city. A ,child, about five 
years old, was run rer by a car of the 

fetropolitan express on Second Avenue, 
between Seventy-seventh and Seventy-sixth 
Streets. What impressed me was that the 
child had to lay for some time before the 
wrecking truck came. 

It seems to me that it would be the sim- 
plest thing in the world that each car 
should have at least the most necessary ap- 
paratus for just such emergencies, further- 
more, that each conductor and motorman 
should be trained for just such accidents. 
1 saw the child after it had been put in 
the ambulance, and it seemed~to me that 
the life of the child might have been saved 
a it been sooner removed from under 
the car. 

Another thing: Impelled by the feeling of 
a father, and forgetting everything else, | 
got into the ambulance ready to assist the 
surgeon in anything. Instead of being wel- 
comed by the young man, I was treated 
in a rowdyish manner and was ordered off, 
which order was seconded by the police- 
man. The behavior of the ambulance sur- 
geon toward me was very brutal. I must, 
however, confess that this is the first time 
that I met such a rowdy of an ambulance 
surgeon. As a rule, the ambulance sur- 
geon, recognizing a physician, would wel- 
come any ald offered.

Depreciation in Securities Bought at a 
Premium Will Be Charged Against 
the Widow’s Life Income. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 25.—Su- 
preme Court Justice Maddox to-day filed a 
decision in the contest over the will of 
Richard Arnold, late of the firm of Arnold 
& Constable of New York City. The con- 
test was brought by Frederick Constable 
and Townsend Wandell, as executors of Mr. 
Arnold's will against Caroline H: Johnson 
and others. 

Mrs, Johnson, a daughter of. Mr. Arnold, 
and her five children received legacies from 
the deceased. Mrs. Johnson has a life in- 
terest in the estate and the grandchildren’s 
interest amounts to $1,200,000. The Su- 
preme Court was asked to pass upon the 
in the 
value of the. securities bought at a pre- 
mium for the benefit of the children’s trust 
fund shall be borne by the life beneficiary 
or by the children. 

The executors invested $459,000 in railroad 
securities and Government bonds, the pre- 
mium amounting to $138,555. The premium 
has decreased and will contiuue to de- 
crease as the bonds approach maturity.

The celebration in the Catholic schools 
yesterday was in accordance with a circu- 
lar request sent out by Mgr. Mooney, Vicar 
General, and President of the Roman Cath- 
olic Sehool Board of New York City, to the 
pastors of all the parisnes. Mgr. Mooney 
asked that the pupils participate in such 
exercises of music, oratory, and religion 
as would serve to intensify their love for

tendants at the parochial schools, all en- 
joyed, and nearly all took part in, the ex- 
ercises.

TRAFFIC IN CITIZENS’ PAPERS. 


Immigration Officials Detect Sale of 
Thousands of Fraudulent Cer- 
tificates to Aliens. F 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—Immigration 
officials said: to-day that they had in- 
vestigated reports that thousands of fraud- 
ulefit maturalization papers had been sold 
to arriving immigrants at New York, and 
had ascertained that the purpose was not 
to facilitate the adrnission of immigrants 
into the United States, but to permit male 


immigrants to secure work on the Subway 
and other improvements in New York, as 
under the State laws only citizens can 
work on improvements of that kind. 

Chief Wilkie of the Treasury Secret 
Service has received information that in 
New York City a very large number, prob- 
ably as high as 5,000 aliens, were given 
-these certificates and charged exorbitant 
prices for them. In some cases as much 
as $50 was paid for a fraudulent certificate, 

The Secret Service agents in other cities 
during the last year and a half have dis- 
covered numerous fraudulent naturaliza- 
tion papers. They are tearing up the pa- 
pers wherever found. The cities in which 
they have been discovered include Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington, Del.; Providence, 
Pittsburg, St. Louis, and Buffalo. 

In these cities the fraudulent papers, 
though granted in the regular manner by 
the courts, were obtained through misrep- 
resentations and perjured testimony, and 
it is stated were used for political pur- 
poses.

One hun- 
dred and twenty-five Pilgrims. and their 
guests sat down to dine in the big ban- 
quet hall, which was artistically draped 
with American and British flags. Bishop 
Henry C. Potter, President of the society, 
presided at the dinner, with Sir Michael 
at his right and Secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw at his left. At the right of the Brit- 
ish Ambassador sat Secretary of War Root. 

In the centre of the room was a fountain, 
lighted by multi-colored incandescent bulbs.

three sides of a square, with four smaller 
round tables inside the square. The or- 
chestra was in the main gallery, and dur- 
ing the speechmaking several ladies took 
Seats in the small galleries.

* Fellow-Pilgrims and Gentlemen: This 
eecasion reminds fee of a similar occasion 
not long ago when Ambassador Choate of 
your country addressed the Pilgrims of 
London at their dinner. In the comparison, 
however, I am much at a disadvantage 
with Ambassador Choate, for he long prac- 
ticed eloquence, while I have been educated 


in a school ‘of. silence, in the diplomatic 
service. Mr. Choate had another advan- 
tage, for in England one may talk as much 
as one likes about the union of the race, 
while in this country such taik finds_occa- 
sional objection on the part of your Latin, 
German, Slav, and Hibernian populations. 
Technically, these people are right, but I 
think, in reality, they are wrong, for our 
language and our literature draws up to- 
gether in a manner that is not to be mis- 
taken or underestimated. 

** Last October, when first I came here as 
your Ambassador, I first was struck with 
the extreme change in public opinion here 
since my former visit eighteen years before. 
On the former visit the practice of ‘ twist- 
ing the lion’s tail’ was generally ‘practiced 
as a sort of a national game by the poli- 

“ians and the soweneprs. ut now I 
notice that beseball and football have suc- 
ceeded as the game. ’ 

**Sometimes the cld practice is brought 
into Mght by our Hibernian friends, but 
Speatunily I hope that the present good 
feeling in Ireland may extend to the Irish 
in this country, so they, too, will bury the 
hatchet. 

“In England, too, the old patronizing 
fecling and air has given way to a syin- 
pathy and fellowship which is the feeling 
es fally of the King and of his Ministers. 
en I was appointed to this post I owas 
warned by some Englishmen as to the fe2l- 
ing I would encounter here, but I accepted 
the post knowing it would be a labor of 
love in this, my second home. What task 
could be more noble and inspiring than to 
aid in bringing two nations together?

‘The tie that binds us to England is one 
that cannot be broken. Besides. blood and 
language and customs and literature it 
must be remembered that England is our 
best customer and our best friend. It is 
English law and English custom that make 
America the home it is for us to-day. War, 
except as a last resort, is a crime, but be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States, 
with all our facilities and reasons for 
avoiding misunderstandings, war, would 
show an incapacity worse than crime. 

“For this state of happy feelings between 
the countries we are more than indebted 
to Sir Michael’s predecessor, Lord Paunce- 
fote.. He came to us at a time when our 
people did not so readily understand Eng- 
ishmen as they do to-day, but he was a 
great man, whom none could misunder- 
stand, whom none could mistrust. Sir 
Michael ts his worthy successor; deception 
is unknown to him, and our future welfare 
as two countries united in one brotherhood 
is greatly enhanced by his presence as his 
country’s representative.”’ 


THE OTHER SPEAKERS. 
Wayne MacVeagh was the next speaker, 
declaring that he said ditto to everything 
that had been said concerning Sir Michael. 
He made a plea for international peace, and 
declared he saw nothing but a world peace 


for twenty-five years to come at least, 
crediting the feeling between Great Britain 
and the United States for much of this 
condition. 

The Rey. Dr. Ernest M. Stires, who fol- 
lowed, said that the English-speaking peo- 
ple had more of their share of the good 
things of this world, and that they must 

ive. of their abundanee to others less 

rtunate. “ The motto of your society,” 
he said, ** should be, * Blood is thicker than 
water.” England and the United States 
need no treaty. 

‘The feeling of fellowship is in the air, 
and binds more closely than any artificial 
tie. Moreover, there seems to be a fatality 
that impels persons to tear 
apart as soon as they are tied together. 
We need no treaty written in ink, for blood 
not only is thicker than water, but it is far 
more indelible than ink.”’ 

Gen. J. H. Wilson of the United States 
Army declared that the only trouble in the 
union of the Anglo-Saxon peoples was as to 
who should declare for the policy of the 
race. ‘‘ We cannot accept the absolute dic- 
tation of that policy from England,’’ he 
declared, “‘ but if it be determined by the 
majority rule, then we shall be for such a 
policy for all time. The majority now is 
clearly on this side of the Atlantic.” 

Gen. Joseph Wheeler was the last speaker 
of the evening, and received cheers and ap- 
piause when he arose. He declared his 
pleasure at being present at a dinner that 
so ernphasized the feeling of brotherly love 
and international amity.

Emerson, who came to tell something of the 


author's personality. 

“He was a man of peculiar charm in his 
playtulness, simplicity. and childlikeness,” 
said Prof. Conway. ‘‘ He drew our atten- 
tion away from the sorrows of life by mak- 
ing us forget them in the joys of existence. 
He destroyed care and weaned us from our 
aches and pain. Ah, he was a great heart, 
a great heart.”’ 

Charles H. Haswell, the engineer and 
writer, who had come in his ninety-fifth 
year to join in the tribute, was introduced 
and spoke a few words. 

Coi, Watterson delivered an address on 
Phe Ideal in Public Life.” He said, in 
part: 

‘“* We have happily left behind us the gib- 

bet and the atehe. No further need of the 
Voltaires, the Rousseaus, and the Diderots 
to declaim aguinst kingcraft and priest- 
craft. We have done something more than 
mark time. We report progress. 
_ ‘The pulpit begins to turn from the sin- 
ister visage of theology and to teach the 
simple lessons of Christ and Him crucified. 
The press, which used to be omniscient, is 
now only indiscriminate; a clear gain; 
emitting by force of publicity, if not of 
shine, a kind of light, through whose di- 
verse rays and foggy lustre we may now 
and then get a glimpse of truth. 

‘Brook Farm was a failure because it 
was long ages before its time; yet it set a 
candle upon the altars of humanity and left 
a not unmeaning tradition benind it. That 


men who are returning to the world some of 
the millions their genius for accumulation 
drew from it in such sums and for such 
purposes as will presently establish it as a 
fact, and not an empty saying, that there ts 
more pleasure in giving than in receiving. 

“One at least of these men has rendered 
us @ modern and truer reading of the spirit 
of the Sermon on the Mount in the dec- 
laration that he would be ashamed to take 
his millions with him into the throne-room 
of grace; and let us believe that in laying 
down this principle and acting upon it, 
Carnegie is but the first of a line of Kings 
whose dynasty is safer than that of Haps- 
burg or of Hohenzollern, whose right di- 
vine Is registered where alone divine rights 
belong; of a line of Kings who shall ordain 
a new polity, establish a new Gospel, from 
whose bell towers it shall be proclaimed 
that there is actually a God above riches 
and might, who will demand, and in this 
world too, a strict accounting. 

* Let cynics deride them, let casuists find 
other than noble motives for their benefac- 
tions, I, at least, will look no gift horse in 
the mouth; the rather see in them the 
dawn of a day when money shall be so 
cheap and plenty-—even as it used to be in 
the Confederacy—that it shall be said of 
him who hath it, the more he hath, the 
poorer he is! 

“The ideal in life is first of all 
and over all a 
the same moral obligation in 
privete effairs; of -a Public 
to distinguish between the spurious 
the real; in short, of a trained intelligence 
sufficiently diffused among the people to 

rotect them at least against the grosser 
orms of deception.” 

Chanceliér MacCracken told of the 
“Fame of Emerson.” After defining the 
peculiar mission of such a “ preacher of 
the theology of nature,”’ he eal: 

“Hero on Fifth Avenue, in the Waldorf- 
Astoria, where within a short mile is the 
centre of American club life, of American 
fashion, of American social movements, I 
think it fit to repeat what he teaches of 
patriotism. Emerson says: ‘If a temper- 
ate wise man should look over our Amert- 
can society, the first danger that would 
excite his alarm would be the European in- 
fluences upon this country.’ 

‘Yet when Emerson said this, Amer- 
ican young women were not expatriating 
themselves by dozens as now, in order to 
clutch foreign titles, regardless of what 
it may cost, whether in money, in sneers 
against the fathers and mothers who earned 
the money, or in self-resvect. Nor had any 
New York landlord then disowned his 
birthright in America while still holding 
fast to his inherited increment of American 
real estate.’’ 

President Schurman spoke of Emerson's 

influence on the higher thought of America, 
} hailing him as a prophet and seer; seer be- 

cause he dreamed dreams of divine truth, 
and prophet because he possessed the pe- 

cullar powér to set forth what was re-

EMERSON DAY IN CONCORD 


100th Anniversary of the Philos- 
opher’s Birth Celebrated. 


Senator Hoar Delivers an Address on 


His Contribution to Man’s Knowl- 
edge of Spiritual Laws. 


CONCORD, Mass., May 25.—Concord to- 
day gave itself up to a general celebratign 
of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Ralph Waldo Emerson. Seldom 
has the town stopped all business for a day 
out of respect for one man, but to-day 


lovely idyl lives to-day in the hearts of the this was done, so that her people might be 


unhindered in paying tribute to a distin- 
guished son. There were two parts to the 
day's programme. The forenoon exer- 
cises were planned exclusively for the 
school children and were held in the Town 
Hall. Those of the afternoon were of a 
more public nature. 

Charles Eliot Norton of Harvard was the 
first of the invited speakers to address 
the afternoon assembly. His subject was 
“The Ground and Nature of Emerson's 
Influence on His Own Generation, and My 
Personal Reminiscences of the Man.” 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson delivered 
an address which was full of personal 
reminiscences of the Concord sage. Prof. 
William James of Harvard followed. 
Senator George Frisbie Hoar was the last 
speaker. In the course of his remarks 
Mr. Hoar said: 

“I do not undertake to speak of Mr. Em- 
erson's services to the youth of his coun- 
try, as a guide to the best literature, or as 
a counsellor and inspirer to that noble and 
brave behavior of which he was himself 
so admirable an example. I will not speak 
of him as a critic, to whose almost infalli- 
ble touchstone every man. brought his 
metal to see if it were gold. I will not 
undertake to speak of him as a poet, or as 
an orator, rising, on fit occasion, ‘to the 
loftiest eloquence. ; 

“T have time to speak of him in but one 
aspect. That is, the contribution he made 
to the knowledge by mankind of spiritual 
laws. I think he had the farthest and clear- 
est spiritual discernment of any man-who 
has lived in modern times. His vision was 
not only keen and far-sighted, but he was 
singularly free from the things that dis- 
tort or disturb. There was no local at- 
traction, or temptation, or heat, or blur. 
So we may take him as the best witness 
we know of to the spiritual facts which are 
all around us and close to us, but yet, so 
many of which we cannot know, or know 
but imperfectly, by any seeing or hearing 
of our own. What we see he saw mcre 
clearly. What we hear he heard more dis- 
tinctly. And always he sees a face we can- 
not see, and hears a voice we cannot hear. 

Every man who is seeking a spiritual 
lite finds in Emerson his own faith, if he 
have faith, as the Christian sects find 
theirs in the Saviour. Now, what are the 
things in which our confidence is strength- 
ened and deepened bY, the fact that he tells 
us they are true? le has taught us the 
virtue of completeness, and courage, and 
sincerity of utterance. In dealing witn the 
th'ngs that pertain to the soul he utters no 
hulf truths, no plous frauds. He gives us 


no milk for babes. The purpose of &mvr- 
son, like that of Milton, is to ‘ justify the 


;} ways of God to man,’ and they do not need 


God is not to be 
seen, as Moses saw him, from behind.

“Mr. Emerson’s pitionophy had no sto- 
icism in it. If it brought him ampler com- 
pensations than were vouchsafed to com- 
mon men, grief also filled to its depths a 
arger heart, and touched with its agony 
nerves more finely sensitive than those of 
common men, Who has uttered, like him. 
in that immortal threnody, the voice of 
parental sorrow? What more loving heart 
ever mourned the loss of a brother's love 
than that which could not be unlocked be- 
eause the key had gone with CHarles and 
Edward? 

‘To cite the tributes of eminent authori- 
ties to the great place of Mr. Emerson in 
literature, and his trustworthiness as an 
intellectual and spiritual guide, would. oc- 
cupy not only the day but the year. We 
cannot undertake to do that. But we 
ought to be certain that we are not in- 
duced by our love for our delightful friend 
and townsman to confound our own nar- 
row field of vision with that of all man- 
Kind especially with that of posterity.

NEW NAVAL COALING STATION. 


Will Be Established Immediately at 
Dutch Harbor, Alaska. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—Admiral Dewey 
as President of the General Board has 
made a report to Secretary Moody recom- 
mending the immediate establishment of a 
coaling station at Dutch Harbor, Alaska, 
and the selection there of a coal depot with 
an initial capity of 5,000 tons. 

The estimated cost of the work its about 
$51,000. The money is now available. Be- 
lieving the establishment of a coal depot 
at this strategic point will strengthen the 
United States on the Pacific Ocean, the 
President has heartily approved the plan, 
and preliminary steps in the work have 
been taken already. 

Dutch Harbor is located on one of the 
Aleutian Islands, and is on the direct 
commercial route between the ports of 
Behring Sea and Southern Alaska and the 
Pacific Coast of the United States. It is 
also in the line of steamers passing through 
the Unimak Pass, most of which make 
Dutch Harbor a port of call. Its use as a 
coal depot site was first recommended by 
Rear Admiral Bradford, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Equipment. His recommendation 
was referred to the general board, and is 
now about to be executed according to his 

lans. 

: Dutch Harbor will form the fifth in the 
chain of coal depots alon the Pacific 
Coast, which will egin at San_Diego and 
include San Francisco, Puget Sound, and 
Sitka. Honolulu is the sixth in the chain, 
and Guam possibly may be added to the 
list. 

In recommending Dutch Harbor 4s a site 
for a coal depot, the general board had in 
mind the fact that there is no coal suitable 
for naval purposes mined anywhere within 
some thousands of miles.

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DR. PARKHURST ON REFORM. 

It is impossible to imagine a worthier 
subject for a New York clergyman to 
take on the eve of his Summer vacation 
than that which Dr. PARKHURST took for 
the theme of his sermon on Sunday even- 
ing. If such an object lesson in compar- 
ative righteousness as the municipal ad- 
ministration has been giving us with in- 
creasing force and clearness is to be 
without political effect, then preaching, 
whether from the pulpit, the stump, or 
the editorial page, may well seem to be 
“vain,” and the faith of the hearers or 
readers also vain. 

Dr. of the 
temper of the people of New York on 
this point by no means agrees with our 
own. He says: “ Unless I totally mis- 
construe that which I hear every day 
spoken, there is a serene, languid expec- 
tation that all the magnificent gains that 
have been made since the beginning of 
1902 are to be renounced, splendid be- 
ginnings abandoned, and the metropolis 
of America slump back once more into 
the hands of the irredeemable mob that 
tyrannized us, bled us, and polluted us 
from 1898 till 1902.” Obviously the prev- 
alence of such an expectation strongly 
tends to bring about its fulfillment. One 
does mischief by admitting that it pre- 
vails, if in fact it does not. And, as we 
say, our observation differs widely from 
that of Dr. ParkKuHURsT. Without doubt 
such an expectation did prevail until 
within a few months, in fact, until the 
advent of Gen. GREENE to the head of 
the Police Department. All the good 
work that was done in other departments, 
and, compared with its working under 
“the irredeemable mob” of Tammany, 
the work of every department was good, 
went for nothing, or for little, in com- 
parison with the pitiable spectacle which 
the Police Department presented under 
an administration in a condition of help- 
less and pitiable shillyshally upon the 
primary question whether the law was 
or was not to be enforced. This was the 
most conspicuous of all the departments, 
that of which the operation was visible 
to every citizen, and most “came home 
to men’s business and bosoms.” Every- 
body knew that we had a Police Commis- 
sioner who never could make up his 
mind whether he ought to enforce the 
law or not, that is, whether or not he 
should do the very thing that he was 
appointed and sworn to do. The blame 
for this may not have been altogether 
chargeable to poor Col. PARTRIDGE, but 
the effect was to discredit the whole re- 
form administration, to depress its 
friends and encourage its enemies. 

All that has been changed. Gen. 
GREENE has left none of his subordinates 
nor any of his fellow-citizens in doubt 
about the view he takes of his functions. 
He is there to enforce the law, and he 
has been doing it, manifestly and con- 
spicuously, “‘ without fear or favor.”’ He 
has undertaken to moralize a scandal- 
ously demoralized department. He has 
begun at the origin of the demoraliza- 
tion, at the top. The enforced retirement 
of four Inspectors and thirty-eight Cap- 
tains is, as Dr. PARKHURST says, “a 
record to be proud of,” provided no mis- 
takes were made in the selection of the 
victims, and no disinterested person has 
suggested that any were made. It is a 
pity, no doubt, that any unfaithful offi- 
cialis should have been permitted to re- 
tire with what may properly be called 
immodest competences. But they have 
been compelled to retire against their 
wills, and their successors have been 
very pointedly notified that the acquisi- 
tion of riches in the department by Tam- 
many methods is henceforth a very haz- 
ardous undertaking. A citizen who de- 
clares his intention of voting to put a 
stop to this most salutary reform and to 
allow the police to revert to the old Tam- 
many degradation, thereby declares him- 
self a bad citizen. 

This reform of the police was neces- 
sary, not merely for its own sake, but 
also to the popular appreciation of the 
excellent work done by the other munici- 
pal departments. And, now that the po- 
lice force has been converted from a 
public scandal and a public nuisance to 
a body of which New York may expect 
to be actually proud, the good work of 
the other departments is getting the 
credit which it deserves. Commissioner 
LEeEDERLE, Commissioner Ds Forest, 


PARKHURST’sS observation 


’ Commissioner Wcopsury, in particular, 


have had the opportunity of doing their 
work in so public and conspicuous a 
manner that a great majority of their 
fellow-citizens can see it and judge it, 
by comparison with the work of their 


_ mredecessors, or, in the case of Commis- 


cessor, by comparison with the old con- 
dition of things. The departments less 
immediately in view have done as well, 
according to the judgment of those whose 
business it has been to watch them. In 
fact, the Fire Department, we think, is 
the only executive department in respect 
to which there is a strong popular belief 
that the headship of it might be changed 
to the public advantage. The record 
of the municipal administration is 
throughout ‘‘a proud record.” We be- 
lieve that it is a record on which the 
administration might go to the people 
with confidence if the election were to 
be held to-morrow, and with increasing 
confidence as the season of the election 
draws nearer and the good work of the 
City Government becomes more and 
more clear. 


MASSACRE BY AUTOMOBILE. 

The frightful results of the attempted 
race of automobiles from Paris to Ma- 
drid are not most to be deplored on ac- 
count.of the loss of life among the con- 
testants. When a man projects himself 
along a public highway at the rate of 
nearly ninety miles an hour, he delib- 
erately risks his life. If he did not know 
of his risk intuitively, there have been 
already accidents enough in the auto- 
mobiling business to bring the risk to 
his notice. It is the innocent persons 
who are passing along the same highway 
upon their lawful occasions who are en- 
titled to be protected against the risks 
which the racing automobilist deliber- 
ately incurs for himself. 

Mr. W. K. VANDERBILT, Jr., was quoted 
the other day as saying that automobil- 
ing had been “ practically killed” in this 
country by what he regarded as absurd 
legal restrictions. It seems that he 
would have stood a very good chance of 
being “ practically killed’’ in person if 
the disablement of his machine had not 
put him out of this latest competition in 
the country of his choice. Most Ameri- 
cans, upon reading the record of slaugh- 
ter in France, will be inclined to congrat- 
ulate themselves upon living in a coun- 
try which in one essential point is so 
clearly more civilized. The provisions of 
the recent statute in this State against 
the speeding of automobiles are no doubt 
very drastic. But it does not become 
any racing automobilist to complain of 
them, since it is the folly and reckless- 
ness of this class that have justified and 
made necessary very stringent legisla- 
tion. And it is likely that France, the 
country in which the automobile was 
first brought to perfection and in which 
autemobile racing has had its greatest 
development, will emulate the Ameri- 
can example. The prompt veto inter- 
posed by the French Government of a 
contest which had already had such 
frightful results should, and doubtless 
will, result in regulations that will ef- 
fectually prevent the repetition of such 
horrors.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S NEW POLICY. 

The full text of Mr, CHAMBERLAIN’S 
address at Birmingham on the 15th sus- 
tains the impression given by the ab- 
stract sent by cable at the time, It is a 
very emphatic and ingenious appeal for 
a change in the fiscal system of the 
United Kingdom for the purpose of pro- 
moting the unity and the strength of the 
Practically Mr, CHAMBERLAIN 
proposes to tax imports into England 
from other than colonial sources. That 
is his specific policy. He does not say 
what imports should be selected for the 
burden, or how heavy the burden should 
be. He is prudently vague as to that, 
though he intimates that he would have 
retained the tax on grain in order to 
please the colonies by exempting, them 
from it. Beyond that he does not go, but 
he plainly avows his motive of winning 
the gratitude, increasing the trade, and 
adding to the revenues of the colonies in 
order that they may contribute to the 
expense of the empire. And he does not 
hesitate to say that he thinks the future 
of the empire depends on coming to some 
such arrangement with the colonies, 

We have no desire to impugn the mo- 
tives of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, and we have 
long since cordially recognized the sin- 
cerity of his attachment to the empire 
and the breadth and penetration of his 
main views regarding its future. But it 
is impossible to ignore the political in- 
ducements he has at the present mo- 
ment for bringing forward this curiously 
bold proposition. The tendency of public 
opinion has been against his party, as is 
shown by the bye elections. It may be 
reversed by the course of the Ministry in 
the Irish land agitation. If it be, he will 
personally take little advantage from 
that fact, for he has not been active in 
the land question. There is an obvious 
need for him to do something that will 
impress his party with his own efficiency 
and identify him with a new and more 
popular policy than has heretofore been 
followed, save in the Irish question. At 
this apparently critical moment he comes 
in with a vigorous appeal for the unity 
and strength of the empire and with¢a 
proposition for import duties that is pop- 
ular with the farmers and with many of 
the laboring class. We do not venture to 
say that his motive is ambition; but if 
that were his motive his plah would ad- 
mirably serve it. 

As a fiscal policy we do,not believe that 
it will be acceptable to the sober second 
thought of the English people, or even, 
in the long run, that, with the conditions 
avowed, it will be popular in the colo- 
nies. Seventy-eight per cent. of the im- 
ports of the United Kingdom, or there- 
about, consists of foodstuffs and mate- 
rials for manufacture. The trade of the 
colonies with the Kingdom is a small 
fraction of its total trade. Mr, CHAM- 
BERLAIN asks the people of the United 
Kingdom to tax food and materials, in- 
creasing the cost of living, of labor, and 
of manufactures, handicapping nearly all 


empire. 
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foreign trade, in the hope of increasing 
the small trade of the colonies on the one 
hand and of inducing the colonies to aid 
in the imperial expenses on the other. 
We do not believe that the English peo- 
ple will care to do that. We do not be- 
lieve that the colonists will care to have 
it done at the price they are asked to 
pay in the future. It is not a good bar- 
gain on either side. Nor do we think 
that the people of the Kingdom or of the 
colonies will accept the view of Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN that his policy is the only 
one that will preserve and promote the 
strength of the empiré. 

Meanwhile the attitude of Mr. BALrouR 
in this matter is characteristic, and is, 
we are bound to say, far finer than that 
of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. Clearly he does 
not go with the Secretary for the Colo- 
nies, but he will not quarrel with him. 
Practically he says to him: “It is possi- 
ble that you are right. It may be that 
this is what the country will ultimately 
wish to be done, But you must produce 
the evidence. No such change of vublic 
policy can take place save as the result 
of the deliberate, intelligent expression 
of the judgment and the conscience of 
the nation. The Government will repeal 
the grain tax—the apparent beginning of 
your policy—and leave the field clear for 
fair discussion.”’ In such a declaration 
there is no trace of personal interest or 
ambition. The Premier must feel that 
Mr. CHAMBBERLAIN’sS success in this new 
line will be the end of his own lease of 
power, but he will not stand in the way 
if the nation is ready for that policy. It 
is a manly and high-minded course to 
take, We wish we could say as much for 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S. 


THE DENVER AGREEMENT. 

The surrender of organized labor in 
Denver when it found itself confronted 
by organized capital is in the highest de- 
gree instructive. The rule cf the unions 
had become intolerable alike to employ- 
ers and to workingmen. The men who 
had forced their way to positions of con- 
trol in the various trades organizations 
were not representative of anything ex- 
cept their own overweening ambition, 
unrestrained by discretion or by the least 
regard for the material interests of the 
city. It was a clear case of usurpation 
ripening into the most irresponsible tyr- 
anny. Relying upon the difficulty of 
bringing employers into anything like 
effective alliance for any purpose, these 
men had established in Denver some- 
thing closely resembling a reign of terror. 
It was impossible to satisfy them or to 
find any basis of agreement giving the 
assurance of a lasting peace, since the 
labor in trades in which no grievance ex- 
isted which was capable of being formu- 
lated or remedied was regarded simply in 
the light of mobilized reserves to be 
called out on strike whenever it was 
deemed necessary to bring pressure to 
bear in other directions. Obviously, 
neither productive nor distributive in- 
dustry could be conducted on that basis, 
Negotiations having failed, the employ- 
ers of labor and all whose interests were 
dependent upon ending an impossible sit- 
uation came together. To organize them 
was easier than had been anticipated. 
Just as the opposed parties were prepar- 
ing to enter upon a struggle In which 
victory would have been scarcely less 
disastrous than defeat, and from which 
the city would have suffered almost in- 
calculable injury, the appointment of a 
«ommittee of conference by the Chamber 
of Commerce gave the unions the chance 
they had begun to desire very earnestly. 
The troubles were settled on an agree- 
ment that ends all existing strikes, boy- 
cotts, and lock-outs forthwith, lifts the 
embargo against the employment of non- 
union men, and provides a plan of arbi- 
tration applicable to all labor disputes in 
future. 

It goes without saying that such a set- 
tlement would have been impossible if 
organized labor had not found itself con- 
fronted by organized capital, The result 
of the Denver movement for mutual pro- 
tection should and doubtless will give a 
powerful impetus to the formation of em- 
ployers’ associations. If they do -not 
make the mistake of the labor unions in 
following bad counsel and abusing the 
power gained through association, such 
organizations will be of benefit to all in 
interest. One result will doubtless be to 
restore to the conservative majority of 
the membership of the trades unions the 
control of their own affairs and to dis- 
place the leaders who have antagonized 
all the influences which should be friend- 
ly to every effort of labor to better its 
condition, 
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PLATTITUDES. 

Senator PLattT has a right to talk vac- 
uously about current or prospective af- 
fairs in politics, and his former influ- 
ence in his party still gives a certain in- 
terest to what he says, even when its 
chjef significance lies in what he evades 
saying. 

When he declares that he is’not com- 
mitted to any Fusion candidate at the 
present time, a good many people will 
credit him with a desire to chill the hopes 
of the advocates of the renomination of 
Mr. Low; but it would be foolish for any 
politician who wishes to keep a reputa- 
tion for wisdom and authority to take 
his stand ea for any candidate at 
this early date. Mr. Puatr’s intimation 
as to the possible nomination and elec- 
tion of an independent Democrat is in 
the same line of solemn and unmeaning 
pronouncement. The probability is that 
the Senator will in due time accept the 
accomplished fact, whatever it is, and 
his admirers will claim that he brought 
it about. He has some unpleasant dif- 
ferences in his own party to adjust, he 
fas been discredited at Albany, his pres- 
tige has unquestionably been diminished, 
and if he thinks that oracular utterances 
f no specific value will aid him in keep- 
tmz what is left, there can be no objec- 
ton. Phe issue of the next election in 
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this city will depend on the intelligence 
and conscience of the people, not on the 
manipulations of the professional politi- 
cians, and it is likely that Mr. Puatr is 
pretty well assured of that fact.

THE AMERICAN APPLE. 

The farmers of the United States are in 
a fair way to learn how the principle of 
“ protection,” for which so many of them 
haye faithfully voted these many years, 
works against them in other lands, 

Germany has already announced its 
intention largely to increase the taxes 
on American wheat, flour, and meats so 
soon as her commercial treaties can be 
adjusted to the tariff adopted at the last 
session of the Reichstag. It now appears 
that, under the ‘authority of the same 
law, the importation of apples is to be 
entirely forbidden except in bulk. This 
would shut out American apples unless 
a radical and most inconvenient change 


is made in the mode of handling and } 


shipment. The exaction is in direct eac- 
cordance with the theory that the farm- 
ers of a country are entitled to the home 
markets. Neither in the case of the Ger- 
man farmers nor in that of the American 
farmers does the policy work to the gen- 
eral advantage, but the German farmers 
have this to say for themselves, that they 
actually do profit by the tax laid on the 
consumer, They cannot raise enough ap- 
ples, or grain, either, for the home con- 
sumption, and if imports are hindered or 
forbidden, they stand a chance for high- 
er prices. The American farmers pro- 
duce far more than the home market can 
take, and the protective taxes increase 
the cost of their living and their pro- 
duction without advancing the prices of 
their products. If the Germans are 
greedy, the Americans who vote for pro- 
tection may be greedy in desire, but they 
are in reality hurt, not helped.

The course at that 
school has been lengthened, however, and 
a higher standard of work expected from 
the students there, and, although they are 
well aware of. the great advantages they 
will derive from this new system, many of 
them, nevertheless, feel that they cannot 
stand the strain of working all day and at- 
tending school for five nights every week. 
Would it not therefore be wise for the stu- 
dents in such schools to petition the Board 
of Education to extend the term of 120 
nights so that it will end in the month of 
May, limiting the class nights in the future 
to three a week? 

This would gye them tne necessary time 
to attend to church work, home and social 
duties, all of which have been sacrificed for 
the past three Winters, as Saturday had to 
be given to the care of their wardrobes, it 
being necessary for many of them to make 
their own. clothes as well as go to business, 

I take this method of suggesting what I 
know many of these students would wel- 
come heartily, because I know how willing 
your paper is to publish anything which 
will tend to raise the mental, and also the 
moral, tone, in many cases, of the lives of 
our citizens.

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CHAPTER Il. 


THE DUTCH WEST INDIA COMPANY. 


EW NETHERLAND was the name 
}iven by the Dutch—-whose own 
country was called the Netherlands, 

or Low Countries—to the region about the 
river that Hudson had found. The first 
official record of that name is in a trading 
license granted by the States General of 
Holland—a governing body correspond- 
ing in a way with our Congress—to cer- 
tain Dutch merchants in the year 1614; 
and the name also appears on a queer 
old map that was made in the same 
year. 

After the fur trade fairly was opened, 
the affairs of the little colony—that con- 
sisted only of the trading post on our 
island and of a few other trading 
posts in the back country—were man- 
aged for a time by an association of 
merchants known as the New Nether- 
land Company. Then, on the 3d of June, 
in the year 1622, the great Dutch West 
India Company was chartered by the 
States Genera); and ameng the many 
rights granted to that company weré the 
rights to own, to govern, and exclusively 
to trade with, New Netherland. That 
was.a very unfortunate arrangement for 
the little colony, as the government that 
the company. gave it was bad from first 
to last. In order to understand why that 
government was bad it is necessary to 
know a part of the company’s history. 

The West India Company was a stock 
company organized by merchants, but 
it was created less to carry on peaveful 
trade than to make war against Spain. 
For many years the Spaniards had op- 
pressed cruelly the inhabitants of the 
Netherlands, and the desire in Holland 
and in Belgium to fight Spain and to 
thrash her “vas very strong. Mr. Mot- 
ley has told the story of that famous 
struggle between the little power and 
the big power in his history of “ The 
Rise of the Dutch Republic,” and a bet- 
ter story of brave fighting for noble 
principles never has been put into words. 

In the very year that Hudson came 
into our harbor in the Half Moon, the 
year 1609, the Dutch had signed with 
Spain a twelve years’ truce. They 
wanted time to pull themselves together, 
because most of them meant to go on 
with the fighting when the truce came 
to an end, But some of them were will- 
ing to submit to Spanish rule and did 
not want to fight; and between the war 
party and the peace party there was a 
eonflict through all the time that those 
early Dutch ships were coming here for 
furs. The conflict ended in the year 3621, 
when the twelve years’ truce expired; 
and it ended in the war party getting 
its way. 

The most persistent worker on the war 
side was the founder of the West India 
Company, Willem Usselincx—who was 
one of the many Belgians driven by 
Spanish persecution to take refuge in 
Holland. Before the troubles began, he 
had been a merchant in Antwerp and 
had traded to the Spanish colonies. From 
what he had seen in the course of his 
voyages he believed that those colonies— 
from which Spain drew the greater 
part of her revenue—were so ill-de- 
fended that they could be captured eas- 
ily; and he also believed that even a 
small force of ships, with good fighters 
on board of them, could capture some of 
the treasure fleets which in those days 
were sent homeward from the colonies 
to Spain. His plan, therefore, was to or- 
ganize a stock company which should 
fit out a strong naval force; and with 
that naval force should take possession 
of so much Spanish wealth that the 
power of Spain would be broken and the 
Netherlands would be free. That was a 
patriotic project—but there was another 
side to it that was not patriotic. One of 
the strong inducements which Usselincx 
offered to make people buy stock in his 
company was that very big dividends 
would be paid when the Spanish cities in 
America had been captured and when 
the Spanish treasure ships had been 
brought home. The bad ending of the 
West India Company was due directly 
to that mixing of patriotism and money- 
making. Such an attempt to blend the 
highest and purest motive for human 
action with the lowest and impurest 
motive for human action was bound to 
come, as it did come, to a miserable 
end. We have a direct interest in that 
ancient matter. Because the West India 
Company was organized on sordid lines, 
our city was started badly and was 
badly ruled, 

Usselinex carried through his project, 
and for a time the West India Company 
was splendidly successful. Rich con- 
quests were made in America; and still 
more magnificent winnings came with 
the capture by Admiral Peter Heyn of 
the Spanish silver fleet—laden with so 
much treasure that, to quote the com- 
pany’s own report of the matter, ‘‘ never 
did any fleet bring to this or to any 
other country so great a prize.” That 
big assertion was justified by the facts. 
The lowest estimate of the treasure in 
the seventeen galleons brought safe 
home to Holland was twelve millions of 
guilders—and that is not far from being 
equivalent in value to twelve millions of 


dollars of to-day, But the men wha 


won that great treasure were not the 
better for it. They were the worse for 
it. Getting it so turned their heads that 
they took no further interest in small 


‘matters, and either neglected or misman- 


aged their ordinary affairs. For the most 
part they did both. Our little colony— 
which was of such small importance 
that the name of New Netherland does 
not appear in the West India Company’s 
charter—only came in for its share in the 
general misrule: that extended to the 
other colonies, in Africa, in the West 
Indies, and in the Brazils. 

In the end, getting precisely what it 
deserved to get, the West India Com- 
pany came to miserable ruin. One after 
another its valuable possessions were 
lost to it through its own weakness and 
incapacity; and all that now remains in 
Dutch hands of the principality that it 
founded are the little islands of St. Eus- 
tatius and Curacoa in the West Indies, 
and the scrap of territory in South 
America known as Dutch Guiana or 
Surinam. This last has a peculiar in- 
terest for us. When the war between 
England and Holland was ended—an 
account of that war will come later—a 
treaty was signed in the year 1607 that 
is known as the Treaty of Breda; and 
by the terms of that agreement the 
Dutch were permitted to kéep Surinam, 
in return for permitting the English to 
keep what then was called New Neth- 
erland—and what thereafter was called 
New York. 

The victories won by the West India 
Company did have much to do with 
breaking the power of Spain and win- 
ning the independence of the Nether- 
lands; but it mixed its patriotism with 
its desire for money-making, and so lost 
the glory that it otherwise would have 
earned. Its part in that splendid war 
was the part that a sailor on board a 
ship in a storm would take should he 
refuse to help in saving the ship unless 
he got extra pay. 

In the government of its colonies the 
company showed precisely the same 
selfishness and the same greed that it 
showed in the war. All that it cared 
for was to make money out of them; not 
a particle did it ever manifest of the 
patriotism that would have developed 
and strengthened them—and so added to 
the strength of Holland—by giving them 
capable rulers and liberal laws. A good 
government must have mich the same 
qualities that a good man must have. It 
must be honest, it must be just, it must 
care for the welfare of those dependent 
upon it, it must protect the weak from 
the oppression of the strong. The West 
India Company had not one of those 
good qualities—and that was why our 
city and our colony were governed so 
badly in their early years. 

As human nature has not changed 
much since those days, it is only by 
fighting all the time for it that we can 
save our city and our State from hav- 
ing just as bad a government even now.

Information for Teachers and Pupils of 
the Public Schools.

These prizes will be di- 
vided as follows: For students in the first 
year’s course, twenty (20) prizes; for stu- 
dents in the second year's course, fifteen 
(15) prizes; for students In the third year’s 
course, ten (10) prizes; for students in the 
fourth year’s course, five (5) prizes.

Jacob Adier, who has for many years 

heen known as the great Yiddish trage- 
,» appeared as Shylock 
last night at the American Theatre, speak- 
ing his part in Yiddish, with an English- 
speaking support, and the magnificent 
production used four years ago by the late 
Augustin Daly. The spacious auditorium 
Was so crowded with his friends, and oth- 
ers who were attracted by his fame, that 
the_ reference on the programme to the 
ordinance against standees seemed @ 
hollow mockery. Ho received an enthu- 
siastic welcome, and was followed breath- 
lessly to the end. If he failed to command 
@ place among the greatest interpreters of 
the part, this was largely, no doubt, due 
to the fact that to make Shylock fully 
Sympathetic to a Jewish audience is vir- 
tually impossible. 

There are, roughly speaking, two views 
of the character. To those who have 
studied the esthetic environment of the 
Biizabethan theatre and the traditional 
treatment of the Jew on the Shakespearean 
stage, there is little doubt that Shylock 
was acted essentially as a comic grotesque 
—a man hated and baited after the manner 
of Marlowe's Jew of Malta (who, indeed, 
seems to have served as a prototype) and 
im the end brought to a cruel defeat—en- 
livened by such exultation, even laughter, 
as was natural to a Jew hating people 
whose national amusement was bear bait- 
ing. 

This mediaeval conception of the Jew was 


Shakespeare's point of de ure in creat- 
ine. Shylock; but it was only that. He over- 
d the rough ground plan with a character 
8% truly and sympathetically rendered that 
one Shylock, as it were, in the full 
round of life. To those inclined to sympa- 
with the downtrodden, it thus became 
Possible to conceive of him in a radically 
different light—to make of him a sort of 
hero of his race, a demigod whose very sins 


were to be pitied. not hated, and whose, 


fate was to be viewed as the tragedy of @ 
great race. Such are the reven brought 
about by the whirligig of time in this mat- 
ter of hakespearean interpretations! 

To Adler, as to all other modern actors, 
the Elizabethan Shylock is of course out 
of the question; and to him more than to 
another it is needful to represent the Jew 
in his most sympathetic and most exalted 
light. But in order to do this it is neces- 
sary to ennoble in the acting such passages 
as tend to buffoon his character, and, if 
they cannot be ennobled, to cut them. 

ed, in so far as he did fall, be- 
cause his artistic good sense impelled him 
to give, on the whole, a simple, unaffected, 
and naturalistic rendering of the part, tu 
eschew. the Hebrew prophet of modern 
sentimentality, and to stick to the Shylock 
of Shakespeare—and of the Ghetto. He 
thus fell, as it were, between two stools. 

The audience laughed heartily at nation- 
al traits and applauded Shylock’s out- 
bursts of indignation against the Chris- 
tians; but it failed to be swayed with 
full dramatic force for the simple reason 
that it was both repelled and mystified. 

In attitude and demeanor he was the Jew- 
ish money lender—dignified, but in a man- 
ner that was matter-of-fact and unimag- 
inative. The grim austerity of Irving and 
the ner of Mansfield were alike 
absent. It was probably because of this 
lack of spiritual exaltation in the character, 
rather than because of any studied design,

DR. OcTAVIUS A. WHITE DEAD. 


Famous Yellow Fever Expert and Phy- 
sician Passes Away in His 
Seventy-eighth Year. 


Dr. Octavius A. White, a famous yellow 
fever expert, died yesterday at his home, 
1,011 Madison Avenue, in the seventy-eighth 
year of his age. Liver and kidney trouble 
was the cause of his death. 

While a surgeon in the Confederate Army 
Dr. White was sent into the Union lines at 
Goldsborough, N. C., to treat Northern sol- 
diers afflicted with yellow fever, and in the 
Confederate prison at Florence, S. C., he 


won the love of many Union men by his 
kindness during a similar pestilence. 

He was born in Charleston, 8. C., on Feb. 
8, 1826. He was graduated by the College 
of Charleston in 1846, and by the South 
Carolina Medical College two years later. 
He began and continued his Reattes with 
success until the opening of the civil war, 
when he received the commission of sur- 
geon in the Confederate Army. At the close 
of the war he moved to New York, where 
he lived until his death, 

- Dr. White first introduced the practice 
of superficial incisions within the osuterl 
for the relief of stebotic dysmenorrhea. 

e made several imporcant medical inven- 
tions. He never belleved in doctors’ writ- 
ing long books on medical science. He held 
that discoveries were being made with 
such rapidity that by the time a book was 
finished principles and opinions expressed 
in the first part of the volume would be out 
of date. He was a strong believer in the 
good of periodical Mterature on medical 
subjects, and he put his beliefs into prac- 
tice, 

Dr. White was a member of the New 
York Academy of Medicine and of many 
other medical societies. He was a, Master 
Mason. He was twice married, first to 
Claudia R. Bellinger of Charleston, 8S. C., 
in 1849, and the second time to Elizabeth 
Winthrop Chanler of New York in 1855. 
He leaves three children. They are Dr, 
John Blake White, Mrs. Ledyard Stevens, 
and Mrs, Berkeley Mostyn of this city. 

Dr. White was a contemporary and asso- 
ciate of J. Marion Sims and T. G. Thomas, 
both famous physicians.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


While undoubtedly the bears assisted in 
bringing about yesterday's decline, it is 
beyond all question that much the greater 
part of the selling came from holders of 
long stock, either forced or frightened into 
selling. It was liquidation of an altogether 
urgent character, such as the Street has 
not seen in some time. What is more, if 


one-half of the reports heard in the Street 
be true, it was liquidation on the account 
of rich mén—interests who not so many 
years ago possessed little, but who in the 
last few years have amassed considerable 
fortunes each—and have had their heads 
turned accordingly. Local bankers who 
know the facts in the casé could tell an 
interesting story if they would. That, as 
a result of the drop in prices, certain Chi- 
cago and Pittsburg men will have’ much 
less money than once they had is, how- 
ever, eertain. 


{t is interesting in this connection to note 
that the so-called ‘‘small’’ men have not 
been badly hit in the present decline. For 
the most part, they have been out of the 
market for some time—that is, out of it 
comparatively speaking. In the days of the 
McKinley boom the public was head over 
heels in the market, buying and buying 
and ever buying. Then came the memora- 
ble Northern Pacific corner, and with it 
the crash. From the effects of that the 
public never fully recovered. From time 
to time thereafter, it is true, some out- 
siders were induced to nibble at the specu- 
lative bait held before them, but they 
were few in numbers as compared with 
the old days. Latterly é¢ven these few 
have been shaken out or have volun- 
tarily withdrawn, leaving the rich men in 
undisputed possession of the field. Now 
when these rich men decide or are forced 
to sell there is no * public” to sell to, ex- 
cept the out-and-out investors. Hence it is 
that few people in the Street care to vent- 
ure an opinion as to how far the decline 
may run, it being recognized that it is 
now not so.much a question of values as 
of lack of buying power. 


The latcst story in connection with 8t. 
Paul is that several of the leading Western 
men, prominent in steel affairs, ‘‘ loaded 
up’”’ with the stock between 180 and 190, 
on the understanding’ that a big deal was 
on in the property and that shareholders 
were to receive valuable rights. -These in- 
terests, it is said, have now been obliged 
to pert with the stock so bought, because 
of the necessity of raising money to pro- 
tect themselves elsewhere. Inasmuch as 
Standard Oil interests have not been sup- 
porting the issue, this enforced selling re- 
sulted yesterday in an extreme drop of 
nearly 4 points. 

After holding steady for the greater part 
of the day, Rock Island slumped off in the 
afternoon on what looked like a bear at- 
tack. On the decline it received good 
support from inside interests, and hence 
tne prompt recovery of a full point from 
the low of the People close to the

there shall nét be constructed and in actual 
operation by July 1, 1905, a railway -properly 
equipped and operated as provided by this ordi- 
nance, the said route or portion thereof shall be 
eonclusively taken to have been abandoned by the 
company, and so much of the rights and fran- 
chises hereby granted as pértains to such routes, 
or parts of routes, not then constructed from 
and after July 1, 1905, shall be thereupon forth- 
with and immediately forfeited, without judicial 
or other proceedings, Provided that such time 
Tay be extended upon the same conditions as 
to forfeiture under and for causes specified in 
Section 99 of the Railroad Law, as it now 
exists, and by a properly executed instrument 
in writing; and the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment may similarly extend such time 
for a period or periods not exceeding one year, 
if, in their discretion, it seems best so to do, 
and that the city officials or departments who 
af which shall at the time of such construction 
have authority over the said stréets and high- 
ways and bridges, may similarly extend, by 
properly executed instrument in writing, such 
time for a period or périods not exceeding one 
year further, if reasonable, in their judgment, by 
reason of requirements as to the mariner of con- 
struction fmposed by the city officials. 

Section 6. If for any reason the right or fran- 
chise of the grantee in any of the streets; high- 
ways and bridges above described shall cease, 
or if for a period of six successive months the 
railway tracks upon any of such streets, high- 
ways, and bridges shall not be operated das pro- 
vided for‘in this ordinance, the Comptroller of 
The City of New York may require the grantee.

City of New York may recover the cost. and 
expenses of such removal, either by deducting

and franchises of the grantee, its successors or 
assigns, in such portions of the streets, high- 
ways and bridges, in case any such exist, shall 


; forthwith and immediately cease upon the re- 
! moval of such tracks or structures, and with- 


out judicial or other proceedings. 
Section 7. This grant is upon the express con- 


tion Company, within thirty days after the said 
company has been duly authorized to operate its 
railway and before anything is done in exercise 
of the rights conferred thereby, shall deposit 
with the Comptroller of The City of New York 
the sum of three thousand dollars, either in 
money or in securities, to be approved by him, 
which fund shall be security for the performance 
by such company of the terms and conditions 
of this grant, especially those which relate to

collect the reasonable cost thereof from the said 
fund without legal proceedings, or after default 
im the payment of the annual charges shall 
collect the same with interest from such fund 
after ten days’ notice in writing to the said 
company. Or in case of failure to xeor the 
said terms and conditions of this grant relating 
to the headway of cars, fenders, and wheel- 
guards, and the heating of the cars, and the 
watering of the streets, the said company shall 
pay a penalty of $50 a day for each day of viola- 
tion, and the further sum of $10 a day for each 
ear which shall not properly be heated or sup- 
plied with fenders and wheelguards in case of 
the violation of the provisions relating to those 
matters. In case of any drafts so made upon 
this security fund, the said company shall, upon 
thirty days’ notice in writing, pay to the Comp- 
troller of The City of New York a sum of money 
sufficiént to restore the said fund to the original 
amount of three thousand dollars, and in default 
thereof, the grant hereby made may be cancelled 
and annulled at the option of the Comptroller 
of The City of New York, acting on behalf of 
eaid City.

General Decline Follows Satur- | Pleads “Not Guilty” to an Indict- 


day’s Violent Break. 


Wall Street Hears a Story That a Mill- 
ionaire Steel Man Had Been Called 
to: Put Up $20,000,000. 


Tho heavy selling movement which devel- 
oped in the stock market on Saturday, 
tausing.a decline in active stocks of from 
2 to 3 points each, was continuéd all day 
yesterday, with the result that there were 
further and in some instances severe 
breaky in prices. In representative issues, 
Such as St. Paul, Union Pacific, Missouri 
Pacific, and Northwest, the ‘losses cx- 
tended from 2 to 6 points, while in Brook- 
lyn Union Gas an extreme drop of 11% 
pointe was reported. Incidentally, on the 
cucb Northern Securities sold down 2 
points. to the lowest price on record. 

As for the real reasons for the heavy 
sales—the total of the day ran beyond the 
million-share mark—the Street was alto- 
gether at sea, for at no time during the 
day was there anything new of a specific 
mature or any developments oter ‘than 
those already known. The Gould-Pennsyl- 
vania rupture, the labor troubles, gold ex- 
ports, ahd the depleted condition of bank 
reserves—these were in their turn advanced 
as at least partial explanation for the mar- 
ket weakness. 

From high sources, however, it is learned 
that while each and all of these may ave 
had a-part in forcing the present decline, 
the real’ reason must be sought for in an- 
other direction, to wit, the overextended, 
overspeculative condition of several promi- 
nent Western and Pittsburg interests 
(some of them now living in New York) 
who in recent years have made fortunes in 
the steel and iron business. 

While not yet a matter of public talk, it 
is nevertheless a topic of discussion in im- 
portant banking quarters that one, at 
least; of these millionaire steel men—re- 


cently returned from abroad and reputed 
less a “ phinger”’ than some of his usso- 
ciates—has lately been called upon to put 
up scme $20,000,000 to protect various eyn- 
dicate and .underwriting propositions _in 
which he has become interested. Todo this 
—to protect, in other words, these “ undi- 
gested securities’’—this magnate, so the 
story runs, has been obliged to dispose of 
thousands upon thousands of shares of 
marketable and standard stocks which he 
either has owned outright or has been car- 
rying on ample margin. Some of these 
\ stocks, it is understood, were bought scv- 
ervl years ago, and therefore show no loss 
on the sales, but in the case of the major- 
ity the, purchases were made at the iime 
of last S mer’s ill-advised ‘“‘ boom,” ani 
the losses on them have been very consid- 
erable. In this connection, the stocks prin- 
cipally mentioned as sold are St. Paul, 
inion Pacific, Reading, and the Steel 
Trust stocks. 

This, «of course, 
sideration the forced F 
part of this person’s associates. 
also have suffered—have had their newly 
made fortunes sadly depleted in the last 
few months, end, it is said, are apprehen- 
sive lest through the timidity, or other- 
wise of the public they may not be able 
for many months to sell the new securities 
which, because not now readily marketable, 
they have been obliged to hold on to. 

Beyond all this there was yesterday a 
good deal of selling by such of the old-time 
speculative element as have been carrying 
stocks, margined, in the hope of a turn for 
the better. Instead of such a “turn” 
things, marketwise, have gone from bad 
to worse | thus it was that yesterday 
many disz' ted holders tumbled out their 
shares withont ado. Out-of-town selling 
of this kind was particularly in evidence 
some of it being necessitated by the ex? 
haustion of .margins. 

The market’s greatest weakness was be- 
iwecn 10 and 11 o'clock in the morning, 
and then, after some slight recovery and a 
period of hesitancy, between 1:30 and 2:30, 
St. Paul broke precipitately to 147%, 
the lowest price in several years, carrying 
the whole list down with it to a general 
new low level since the collapse of the big 
bull speculation. The gossips had it that 
the Standard Oi] interests were assisting 
in this decline, in continuance of an al- 
leged “gunning "’ campaign for stock which 
they are credited with planning some

Canfield waS accompanied by 
John Delahunty and Forbes J. Hennessey, 
his counsel, and Andrew J. Dam, a hotel 
proprietor, his bondsman and his cousin. 
Mr. Delahunty advanced to the railing wnd 
said: ‘ 

‘We understand that there is an indict- 
ment against Richard A, Canfield in the 
keeping of this court. Mr. Canfield is here 
to surrender himself, and we ask your 
Honor to fix the amount of bail.” ® 

in the crowded courtroom there was a 
grea. craning of: necks to catch a glimpse 
of the’ man said to be proprietor of the 
most, exclusive gambling resort din this 
hemisphere. Judge Newburger asked Clerk 
Cowing for the indictment, and fixed tail 
at ‘$1,500. 

When the court gave permission to plead 
to the indictment, Mr. Canfield advanced 
and stood beside his counsel. He wore a 
dark cutaway coat, dark trousers, standing 
collar, and black silk scarf held together 
by a pearl pin. In his hand were a Slack 
derby and a pair of tan gloves.

The indictment, which is almost identi- 
cal with that against David W. Bucklin, 
Canfield’s manager, was filed on the same 
date, Jan, 23. he.names of the three 
witnesses on the document are H. Archi- 
bald Pell, Henry K. Vingut, and Clarence 
Luce. The first two are well known young 
clubmen, and Mr. Luce is an architect who 
kas done considerable work for Mr. Can- 
field both at Saratoga and: in this city. 

There are four counts to the indictment: 
Maintaining a gambling house, allowing 
gambling to be carried on in premises over 
which he exercised control, authority ‘aud 
supervision; having been and being now a 
common gambler, and creating -a public 
nuisance by keeping: a common gaming 
house where idle and evil minded persons 
congregated and gambled for excessive 
sums of money to the disturbance of thé 
decent residents of the neighborhood and 
persons passing and repassing the prem- 
ises. The offenses are charged as having 
been continucus from Dee, 1, 1898, up to 
the time the indictment was filed. 

“The bail sum is satisfactory to me 
and I was consulted in the miatter,”’ said 
District Attcrney Jerome last wight. ‘I 
do not know when the case will be moved 
for trial, but it cannot be until September.”’ 

Mr, Canfield again declined to discuss 
his case. When asked about his plans for 
Saratoga this Summer, he said he would 
open the restaurant of his club if there 
was demand for such action by his patrons, 
but he did not believe Ahere would be any 
play in the club, and Nie was not sure he 
would go there himself. 

“Will you spend the Summer at Provi- 
dence?’’ he was asked. 

‘“‘I will not,”’ was his reply. ‘‘ Mrs, Can- 
field is coming here and will stay in the 
city with me.” 


“AL” ADAMS'S APPEAL DELAYED. 


Court Grants Ten Days’ Extension— 
Lawyer Criticises Jerome. 


*“‘Al”’ Adams's appeal will be delayed by 
an extension of ten days granted by Jus- 
tice Scott yesterday on the motion of As- 
sistant District Attorney Rand, who asked 
for a wait of twice that time in which to 
file the settlement of the case on appeal. 
Adams, convicted conducting policy 
games, is in Sing Sing Prison serving a 
two years’ sentence, 

Kellogg & Rose, his attorneys, having 
prepared their appeal papers in five days, 
opposed any extension, but Mr. ‘Rand ex- 
cused his application on the ground of the 
heavy business now being handled by the 
District Attorney’s office. Mr. Kellogg 
charged gross delay. on the part of Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome’ in this case, and 
said that if the prisoner's appeal had been 
prepared in five days Mr. Jerome's. staff 
certainly could prepare its casé.-in the 
twenty days it already had had, without 
any further extension. He said he wanted 
the case passed upon by the Appellate Di- 
vision -in June, so that it could reach 
the Court of Appeals by October. He added 
that Adams was seriously ill, that if the 
case could not be heard fn the Appellate 
Division before October the Court of Ap- 
peals would not be able to render a de- 
cision before the end of the prisoner’s term.

Sighted in Midocean on Way to Halifax, 
but Declined Assistance. 


The Atlantic Transport liner Minnetonka, 
in from I.ondon yesterday, reports that on 
Wednesday in midocean she spoke the 
Hamburg-American liner Bulgaria, which 
signalea that she Was, rot under control. 

The Bulgaria declined assistance, how- 
ever, as her injuries were such as could he 
repaired at sea. She is bound for Halifax 
and hasjon board about 2,000 tmmigrants. 


LEGAL NOTES. 

ERRONEOUS ADMISSION OF EVIDENCE.— 
For a second time the Appellate Division 
has reversed a judgment for the defendant 
in the suit brought by Levi L. Gans against 
Tillie Wormser to recover on a check for 
$10,000 given by her as the. purchase price 
of certain shares of stock in the American 
Box Strap Company. Mrs. Wormser’s de- 
fense was that she was induced to purchase 
the stock by 9 alse representations made to 
her husband, as her agent, as to the value 
of the compahy’s machinery. The decision 
on the former appeal was that the verdict 
in Mrs: Wormser’s favor was not support- 
ed by the evidence. While the testimony 
on the second trial was substantially the 
seme as that on the first, the Appellate 
Court says that it would. be averse to re- 
versing again on the same ground, but 
must, nevertheless, order a new trial be- 
cause of an error in the admission of testi- 
mony. It appeared that Mr. Wormser, 
against the plaintiff's objection, was al- 
lowed to give in evidence a written mem- 
crandum he had made of Mr. Gahs's state- 
ments. Mr. Gans denied that the memoran- 
dum was made in his presence. It was, the 
court holds, the mere written declaration 
of Mr. Wormser, and as such was not ad- 
missible in evidence unless the witness was 
unable to recollect the transaction or the 
facts constituting it, and could not, inde- 
pencently of the memorandum, give artiy 
evidence of it. (National Ulster Co, Bank 
vs. Madden, 114 N, Y., 280.)

CONDITIONS IN INSURANCE POLICIES.—A 
mutual benefit certificate in the Modern 
Woodmen of America provided that it 
should be void if the assured was killed in 
a duel. The word ‘duel,’ the Missouri 
Court of Appeals has held, in an action 
brought by one Davis against the insyrance 
order, (73 Southwestern Reporter, 923,)_sig- 
nified a combat resulting from prearrange- 
ment, and hence that the certificate was 


not avoided’>on that ground, although the 
assured was killed in a combat, in the ab- 
sence of any evidence of prearrangement. 
It appeared that the deceased, ee. a 
neighbor, .with whom he-had been on bad 
terms, passing in the highway, armed him- 
self, and, going out, had a wordy alterca- 
‘tion with the reighbor. . After the latter 
had passed on the deceased: stationed him- 
self near the road and waited fifteen or 
twenty minutes for him to return. When he 
did so, both rties fired and one was 
killed. It w held that in awaiting the 
neighbor's rettyyn the deceased was iity 
of an unlawful.act, avoiding the condition 
in his certificate that it should be void if 
the assured way killed in consequence of a 
violation of iaw. .

ARDSLEY VICTIM IS DEAD 


Regained Consciousness Long 


Enough to Corroborate 
Companion. 


Belief That Footpad Mistook Hefferan 
for Wealthy Club Member Arouses 
Residents—Edwin Gould Would 
Supply Bloodhounds. 


TARRYTOWN, N. Y., May 25.—John Hef- 
feran, who was shot Sunday night close 
to the Ardsley Clubhouse at Ardsley, died 
early this morning in the Dobbs Ferry Hos- 
pital. from the effects of his injury. Miss 
Sarah Campbell, who was in his company 
when he was shot, 4nd who was detained 
for the night at the Ardsley Club so that 
she could be seen by the authorities, has 
told her story, and the authorities. did: not 
hold her. She will try to.dentify the man 
who shot Hefferan if he is caught. 

Miss Campbell's story as told in detajl to- 
day to Coroner Russell was fully borne out 
in every way, and she bore’ ‘out the state- 
ment of a member of the club made last 
night that there was a struggle between 
Hefferan and the man who shot him. In 
her excited condjtion on Sunday night she 
omitted telling about the struggle. 

The authorities think that the footpad 
who shot Hefferan mistook him and. Miss 
Campbell for wealthy members or guests 
of the club and expected to Have’an easy 
time in obtaining money from the man. 
Instead, Hefferan, who was a powerful 
man, promptly sprang at the stranger when 
ee coe me ae was made, and was 

etting the best of thesfootpad’ w 3 
latter fired his revolver. - eae 

Miss Campbell, who dives at the Irving 
Institute, where she is employed, said that 
when the- stranger ran across the track, 
and, displaying a revolver, commanded, 

Hands up,” Hefferan demanded What 
for, and in a second the men had clinched. 
Hefferan had the other man down when 
the latter freed one hand and fired the 
shot. She was so frightened she did not 
know what she was doing, and ran for 
the train to get into shelter. The assailant 
Was tall and thin and dressed in dark coat 
and Jight’ trousers.. Fhe police this morning 
found near the scene. of the shooting a 
derby hat which had been purchased in 
Yonkers, near the scene of. the shooting. 
They believe it dropped from the head of 
the man who fired the shot. The hat was 
made by John O. Stetson of Philadelphia, 
and is numbered 11,258,000. 

Hefferan regained consciousness long 
enough to in a measure corroborate Miss 
Campbell's story.. He died=from the, wound, 
a Subsequent operation proving fruitless. 

About an hour or so before the affair at 
Ardsley # woman was attacked by a man 
on the railroad tracks a mile north of the 
scene of the shooting. The woman fought 
her assailant, who attempted to drag her 
from the tracks, and finally made her es- 
cape from him when he tripped over signal 
wires. She run up the track with the man 
following her, but she gained a signal tow- 
er and sought refuge and protection there. 
The operator did not dare leave his post to 
go after the man and tried to get a shot 
at him from the tower, but the man re- 
mained out of range. By the time the op- 
erator had telegraphed to get help the 
manu had gone. 

Edwin Gould has offered to supply blood- 
hounds to try to track the murderée. It is 
also believed that wealthy residents of 


Ardsley and club members will offer a re-. 


ward for the capture of the murderer. They 
are believed to be actuated by the. belief 
that the dead man was mistaken for one 
of them. 

The watchman at the Ardsley station to- 
day informed the yolise that he saw the 
flashes of the revoiver, and he is positive 
that the man who fired.it was standing 
up and that the man who was shot was 
either lying down or in tha,act of rising. 

The police are very secretive, but say 
that the man who Killed Hefferan went 
from Tarrytown to Ardsley on the same 
train as Miss Campbell. How they know 
this they will not tell.
